SPRINGFIELD <r.P>—Gov. W il­ 
liam G. Stratton Friday promised 
a Williamson County Airport Au­ 
thority delegation he will refer 
its request for state aid for a new 
runway to the Department of Aero­ 
nautics. 
The airport’s present runway is 
built at a 90 degree angle to pre­ 
vailing winds, with the result that 
the airport has a record of about 
IO per cent overflights, or cases 
of airliners being unable to land.

Vaccine Used 
In Illinois 
Program Safe 


SPRINGFIELD (UP* — Parents 
had word today that all the Salk 
polio vaccine used in the National 
Foundation first and second grade 
program in Illinois is safe 
But just when the state could 
get the vaccine for the second 
round of shots in the National 
Foundation program was a ques­ 
tion 
Even more doubtful was whether 
the state will be able to buy the 
million dollars worth of vaccine 
apropriated by the Legislature for 
free inoculations for 200,000 to 
600.000 children. 
Dr. Roland R. Cross, state health 
director, said 
the 
ll. 
S. 
Public 
Health Service in Chicago sent him 
a list of lot numbers of Parke 
Davis Co which had been declared 
safe. 
The approved lots covered all the 
vaccine sent out for the National 
Foundation first and second grade 
program in Illinois. 
Dr 
Ruth Church, head of the 
state department s communicable 
disease control division, said the 
number of children who received 
shots in Illinois’ first round were 
357.291, and requisitions for the 
second shot already had been sent 
to the National Foundation. 
But Dr Church cast some doubt 
on whether the .state's million dol­ 
lar program would get started be 
fore the start of the polio season 
“At the present time our feeling 
is that the vaccinations should not 
be pursued into the polio season." 
she said, “ partly because of the 
confusion that might result from 
children contracting the disease, 
hut mainly because at this time 
doctors think there is a refractory 
stage .shortly after inoculation in 
which children might be even more 
susceptible to polio before the anti­ 
body count is built up by the vac 
cine.’’ 
“As far as our policy on how 
long to try to buy the million do! 
(ars worth, we are sort of holding 
things up until we get further in 
formation." she said. 
She said the state purchasing 
department has so far been unable 
to get any bids on the million dol­ 
lars worth of vaccine. 
“The vaccine for the completion 
of the National 
Foundation pro­ 
gram must be produced first. Now 
that has been delayed and the plans 
are to finish it before the onset 
of the polio season." she said 
Dr Church said nearly all the 
supply of vaccine for the 
first 
round has been administered, with 
only a few make-up didies still to 
be completed after being halted 
bv the national ban on Salk polio 
shots.

Woman Government Worker Fatally Shot 
In Street; Young 'Gun Fancier' Held 
RALEIGH. N. C d’.R>—A youth 
ful “gun fancier" was charged with 
murder today in the sniper shoot­ 
ing of a woman government work­ 
er from the window of his hotel. 
Richard Kluckhohn, 21, admitted 
after prolonged suestioning Friday- 
night that he "shot from the win­ 
dow of the hotel’’ with a flashy 
German luger equipped with tar­ 
get-type sights. 
But he refused to 
say any more, police said. 
Kluckhohn. who gave his address 
I-. Pi 
kith 
lishing firm, was accused of killing 
Miss Bernice Seawell, 43, of Ar 
lington. Va . an employe of the 
Veterans Administration in Wash­ 
ington. as she stood in the rain 
Friday across from the Sir Walter 
Hotel. 
The bullet struck Miss Seawell 
in the heart. 
She staggered and 
(rumpled to the sidewalk before 
the horrified eye* of a sister and 
several bystanders. 


Kluckhohn. a stocky, black hair­ 
ed young man. who was graduated 
from the 
University of Chicago 
with a degree in anthropology at 
the age of 18. had checked out of 
the hotel hurriedly after the shoot­ 
ing. Officers traced him to Chapel 
Hill. 30 miles away, through a tele­ 
phone call he had made, and ar­ 
rested Kluckhohn without resist­ 
ance at the home of Dr Joseph A.
